Sailing gracefully 200 feet over 
the Stocker ranch to the cheers 
of a small group of admirers, 
Adolph Kelterborn, of Sierra 
Madre, demonstrated last Sunday 
morning that he is a real master 
of the air. Kelterborn took 
the air in a schooling sailplane 
he designed and built in his shop 
on Kersting Place out of the sal¬ 
vage of the Sierra Madre, which 
crashed to wreckage at Redondo. 

The new sailplane is not as big 
or as heavy as the Sierra Madre, 
which was the largest sailplane 
ever built. The present airship 
has 200 square feet flying wing 
surface, is 40 feet wing length 
and weighs 180 pounds. 

The plans for the new sister 
ship to the Sierra Madre have 
been finished and approved by 
Ted Woolsey, an aeronautical en¬ 
gineer of Los Angeles. It will 
be built in this city and Kelter¬ 
born is confident that, with great¬ 
er aeleron leverage, it will come 
close to breaking the world’s 
records. 

During the last few weeks Kel¬ 
terborn has been deluged with in¬ 
quiries from all over the Coast 
and from the East from glider 
enthusiasts, some of whom are 
eager to have him build ships 
for them. 

"In the event that I do decide 
to accept orders for sailplanes," 
says Kelterborn, "they will be 
built here in Sierra Madre.” 

The prospect of an added in¬ 
dustry to Sierra Madre- -an in¬ 
dustry that will bring the city 
widespread advertising - has 
aroused the interest of the city 
officials and civic organizations, 
and a movement is under way to 
lend Kelterborn every encourage¬ 
ment. It is known that one near¬ 
by city has already approached 
Kelterborn with the idea of induc¬ 
ing him to transfer his activities 
there.
